ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
OPERATOR CLOUGH ACCUSED. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
TUCSON (Ariz.) Jan. 28.—Owing to 
the carelessnéss of Night Operator 
Clough at Vairs station in failing to 
deliver orders to west-bound passenger 
train No. 7, a frightful collision occurred 
between No. 7 and No. 8, fourteen miles 
west of Tucson and six miles from 
Vail's station. Fifteen bodies have 
been taken from the wreck already, and 
there is every reason to believe that 
number will reach twenty-five before 
the search is completed and the fright- 
ful mass of wreckage is removed. 
No. 7, in charge of Conductor G. W. 
Parker and Engineer Jack Bruce, one 
of the pioneer engineers in the serv- 
ice, pulled into Vail’s Station at 240 
o'clock In the morning. received orders 
to pass the east-bound freight at Wil- 
mot Station, and pulled out under these

A brakeman, however, vag sent back 
from the ill-fated trains fo Vail's to 
appeal for help, but the appeal had al- 
ready been sent in before his arrival 
there. In just an hour from the time 
the wreck occurred th relief train 
from Tucson was on the ene with the 
division officials, a corps af physicians 
and nurses and newspaper men. 

VICTIMS IN FLAMBS. 

Before tue day had Woken, and in 
the light f the burning coaches, the 
relief party set to work w care for the 
wounded, who had nearly al! been re- 
moved to the Pullman which nad 
kept, the track and had been pushed 
back from the burning Wreckage. No 
attempt was made until about 7 o'clock 
to rescue the bodies of the dead from 
the fire. When the relieftrain arrived 
some of those who had ben caught ia 
the wreckage were still alive, and their 
dying moans could still be heard. The 
relief party were, however, helpless to 
save them, as the fire was so hot that 
they could not approa@ the wreck. 
Sometime after daylight wreck train 
arrived with its crew, ak an attempt 
was then made to rescug some of the 
bodies before they were turned beyond 
recognition, but it was @ no avail. 

An engine and two coathes were dis- 
patched to Tucson, carrying the thirty 
injured and under the dre of physi- 
cians. On their arrival hre they were 
at once removed to St. Mary's Hospi- 
tal. In the meantime Alpther appeal 
for assistance had been feceived, and 
ten additional coffins weh sent to the 
scene of the wreck. Only eight had 
been reported killed when the first 
wreck train left, and that Many coffins 
had been taken out. n darkness 
came on tonight, twenty.one bodies 
had already been removteg from the 
wreck and others could zin be seen 


about the wreck was when a Pullman 
car that had been detached: from No. 
8 by the tremendous force of the col- 
lision, came rushing into the yards here, 
crashing into a switch engine, demol- 
ishing it in part and most completely 
wrecking itself. On board was a col- 
ored porter, who told of the wreck. 
A few moments afterward word ar- 
‘rivéd from Vals from the brakeman 
of No. 7, conveying news of the wreck 
and estimating the less of life at from 
twenty-five to fifty. 


Another report has it, and is neither 
denied nor affirmed, that the operator 
at Vail’s, discovering the terrible mis- 
take, wired to the Tucson office of 
the wreck, knowing that one must oc- 
cur. A relief train with Dr. Fenner, 
the railroad sufgeon, and two assist- 
ants left immediately for the scene. 
On afriving, they found a terrible 
state of confusion and excitement, men 
and women running to and fro, some 
in their night robes and others par- 
tially dressed. The groans of the dy- 
ing and wounded were heard on all 
sides. The two trains were a mass 
of flames and streams of oil, on fire, 
were running on the sides of the track. 
Smoke blinded the workers in their ef- 
forts at rescue, and intense heat from 
the burning cars and red-hot metal 
parts of cars and engines made the 
work of rescue doubly hard. 

Sixteen wounded passengers were put 
on the relief train, and sent to this 
city and placed in a hospital. Six 
of these are not expected to live, ow- 
ing to internal injuries and bad burns. 

SEARCH FOR THE DEAD. 


The work of searching for the dead 
began as soon as the fire somewhat 
subsided. Engineer Bruce's charred 
remains were found beside the engine 
and partly under the oil tank. The 
body was burned frightfully. His right 
leg and left foot had been either taken 
off or burned off: the left arm was 
gone and the skull was crushed almost 
to a pulp.

The force 
of the collision threw Glidden through 
a window some twenty feet from the 
car. When he recovered his senses he 
went in search of his companion and 
found him pinned down among burn- 
ing wreckage with no possible way of 
escape. Efforts of the rescuers were 
unavailing, and he was forced to 
stand by and. see his companion burn 
to death in terrible agony. 

Another touching incident was when 
the little eleven-year-old son of En- 
gineer Wilkie came down on the relief 
train and began searching for the re- 
mains of his dead father, who was 
burned to an unrecognizable state. An-

Operator Clough at Vail’s admits his 
failure to deliver the message for No. 
8 to sidetrack at Esmond, | 

It seems to be the general belief that 
those in-charge of the west-bound train 
disobeyed orders. It was also said that 
the operator at Vail's permitted the 
train to pass without full orders. The 
train being late and the engineer in a 
hurry to make up time, the orders 
were evidently not scrutinized closely. 

It was the understanding that the 
west-bound train should have been 
sidetracked at Esmond. This was not 
done. As a result, the trains hit each 
other with full force. 

The engineer on No. 7 was J. W. 
Bruce. He was killed, and also his 
fireman, George McGrath. The en- 
gineer on No. 8 Robert Wilkie, was 
also killed; but his fireman, W. S. au- 
bert, jumped and escaped with his life, 
but was seriously hurt. Three tramps 
riding on the engine of the west-bound 
train were killed, and also two pas- 
sengers in the smoking car of the east- 
bound train. One of these passengers 
was named J. M. Hilton, and was 
bound to Cambridge, Mass. The name 
of the other passenger could not be 
ascertained, but he was on his way to 
Bisbee to visit his daughter, Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Cherry, who was widowed in 
a wreck on the El Paso and South- 


western, a few days ago. These two 
passengers, with the train butcher and 
Tom Donahue of Tucson, were in the 
smoking car. The butcher escaped 
through a window, and Donahue made 
a sensational exit from the burning car 
through the broken roof. 

Within a few minutes after the col- 
lision, the two trains caught fire. The 
engines were entirely destroyed. One 
was cast a hopeless wreckon the right- 
hand side of the track and the other 
was thrown upside down on the left. 
There were three Pullman cars on the 
east-bound train and two on the west- 
bound. One of the east-bound Pull- 
mans, the one in the rear, was what 
is known as a deadhead The eight 
cars included two mail cars, two bag- 
gage cars, two smokers. two day 
coaches and an extra box car, carry- 
ing theatrical baggage. Two Pulimans, 
one on each train, were also burned. 
The rear coach on the east-bound was 
running empty, having only the colored 
porter aboard. The passengers and 
train crews joined hands to save as 
many of the coaches as possible from 
the fire. and to do this shoved them 
apart. The deadhead Pullman got a 
good start. and rushed back to Tuc- 
son and crashed into a switch engine 
in the yard. The car got bunged up, 
and the engine was disabled. The por- 
ter did not understand the brake, and 
could not stop the car. He was not 
hurt. 

The bodies of the engineers and fire- 
man were burned under thewrecks of 
their engines. The three unfortunte 
tramps were also literally cooked. 
The fuel oil used on the engines scat- 
tered over the cars, and the conflagra- 
tion was flerce and instantaneous. It 
is regarded as neighboring on the 
marvelous that the loss of life was not 
greater.

STRIKE COMMISSION HEARING

Lawyer Darrow Wants to Have the 
Presidents of Coal-carrying Roads as 
Witnesses—Chairman Gray Takes the 
Matter Under Advisement.

Miss Gray asserted that she had been 
kept away from the church by phys- 
ical weakness, but had been classed 
among those who were to be asked to 
go. Her words were cool and deliber- 
ate and very cutting. Among other 
things, she said: 

“The first thing that made me feel 
at all resentful was when the trouble 
seemed to be all over, things came out 
in the Word and Work, in a theolog- 
ical way, calling us very hard names. 
I thought it very ungentlemanly and 
taking an unkind advantage. Up to 
that time I had been in sympathy 
with the pastor. If my name goes off 
I want it to be stated in that way, and 
not with any reference to the recent 


troubles. I have never once felt that 
God deserted me, and I am not 
asha of the name I profess.”

CHILL FOLLOWS WETTING. 
Rain Cegses and Mercury Quickly 
Drops, as Predicted—Observer De- 


scribes Storm. 


Weather Observer Franklin, while he 
is not responsible for any shortage of 
rain, nor for any deluge that might 
happen to show up, is absolutely gleeful 
over the result of the recent rainstorm, 

With the the assistance of Ju Plu he 
has beaten last year’s record for 
weather by almost 100 per.cent., so he 
feels that he has done tolerably well. 
In Los Angeles the precipitation for the 
storm has been 1.87 inches, making a 
total for the season of 6.85, as against 
3.95 for the corresponding period last 
year, though it is about two inches 
short of the average for the past quar- 
ter of a century. 

“Owing to my reports missing on 
mall routes, in consequence of the 
storm,” said Mr. Franklin up in his 
cozy quarters in the Trust building 
yesterday, “it is not possible to posi- 
tively locate the storm center, but it ap- 
pears to be cent in Southern Ne- 
vada and Western Utah. While the 
recipitation has been very low, rain 
as fallen throughout California, and 
snow in the Rocky Mountains and on 
the North Pacific Slope. The rainfall 
has been general and well distributed, 
except in the extreme south, where the 
precipitation has been light. 

0 average precipitation, based 
upon twenty-five years’ observation for 
corresponding periods, is 8.86, or a frac- 
tion more than two inches above what 
we have had this season. This rain will 
be of exceedingly great value to the 
farmers. Except in low, moist lands,

the railroads. This, however, should 
be no excuse for such a wholesale 
massacre. | 
Official statistics of railroad acci- 
Gente during three months of last 
year read, something like the report 
of a bloody battle. A statement pre- 
pared by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission shows that during the 
‘three months ended September 30, 
1902, there were 263 persons killed 
and 2613 injured in train eccidents. 
Other kinds of accidents, ergy 


those sustained by employés while at? 


work and by passengers in getting on 
and off cars, bring the total number 
of casualties up to 12,007, the killed 
numbering 845 and the injured 11,162. 
The total number of collisions and 
Geraliments was 2448, of which 1411 
were collisions and 1014 derailments, 
of which 50 collisions and 92 derall- 
ments affected passenger trains. The 
damage to cars, engines and roadways 
by these accidents amounted to 82, 
198.500. 

The extraordinary contrast between

killed last year by railroad 
aecidents in the whole of Great Brit- 
in. There are three reforms which

RANGES OR “TENDERFEET”? 

The Santa Fé Company has been 
made the subject of some criticism on 
account of its refusal to join the 
Southern Pacific and other transcon- 
tinental railroads in Sajabdlishing a 
cheap colonist rate, to go inte effect 
immediately. On the of it, it 
looks as if this refusal was contrary 
to the interests of Southern Califor- 
nia, but a little examination will 
show that, instead of being inimical to 
this section, the Santa Fé, in its re- 
iusal to join the combination, has 
shown itself to be a true friend of 
this part of the State, in which it is 
so largely interested. 

The reason given by the Santa Fé 
Company for not joining in the move- 
ment for cheap colonist rates at pres- 
ent is the great shortage of motive 
power which exists, not only on that 
line, but on the Southern Pacific, also, 
so that the transportation of freight 
is attended with great difficulty and 
much delay. The orange-shipping sea- 
son is now commencing in earnest, 
and the ability of the transcontinen- 
tal lines will be taxed to the utmost to 
carry the product of our citrus groves 
to market. For several years there 
has been a loud outcry on the part of 
the orange growers about delays in 
shipping the fruit. This year, in con- 
sequence of the unprecedented amount 
of business of all kinds, it will tax 
the efforts of the railroads to the ut- 
most to transport .the orange crop 
with any degree of promptness. To 
further complicate matters by estab- 
lishing a cheap colonist rate at this 
moment would be unwise. Surely it 
is better that our 20,000 carloads of 
oranges, more or less, should be 
promptly and profitably marketed 
than that a few thousand tourists and 
home seekers should be brought in 
just now, only to hear orange growers 
bewniling the loss of their crops. 
These people who desire to take ad- 
vantage of cheap rates will come just 
as readily about the first of April as 
they would today, and by that time 
the bulk of the orange crop will be 
cut of the way. 

These few words of explanation are

Newman Club Gives Banquet 
for Atchbi

Tribute of Love for Catholic Pre- 
late, Who Leavcs Soon 
jor the North. 


Affectionate farewell to Archbishop 
Montgomery, who leaves in a short 
time to assume his new duties at San 
Francisco, was spoken last night at a 
banquet tendered in his honor by the 
Newman Club. . 

Church and laity, Catholic and Prot- 
estant, and those within and without 
the pale of the church, gathered to 
wish God-speed to the man who, in his 
relations as Bishop of Los Angeles and 
Monterey, has endeared himself 60 
strongly to the people, and the wide 
scope of his friendship was attested by 
those who gathered around the van- 
quet board.

The banquet was spread in the red 
room of the Angelus and was served 
at 8 o'clock, when about one hundred 
guests were seated at the tabies, at 
the head of which sat the guest of the 
evening. The decorations were in red 
and green, the colors of the Newman 
Club, the scheme being carried out in 
brilliant. poinsettias and asparagus 
ferns, while red carnations and sprigs 
of maidenhair fern were laid, at each 
plate.

Furnace is Næat iy Ready for 
City’s Awful Offal. 


Increased Facilities May Put Stop 
10 Complain's. 


Joer That Wieskent Coiitendd. 
Drivers May Lose Jobs 
Swearing. 


The new crematory that is to make 
nothingness of garbage will be fired 
up next week, and its hot fires thence- 
forth will consume the flotsam and! 
jetsam of the city’s back yards... Ks 
builders, Franklin & Alexander, who 
hold the garbage contract, hope it also 
will swallow up all the complaints of 
inefficient service, that have brought 
anything but joy to them, and a long- 
suffering public sees in the smoke that 
will rise from the crematory visions of 
deliverance from a nuisance that is 
second only to the much-discussed 
dust question. 

When they signed a four-year con- 
tract with the city last August, Frank- 
lin & Alexander made promises of a 
distinct improvement in the method of 
collecting and disposing of garbage. 
Among other things they agreed to 
install a garbage-consuming device that 
would work satisfactorily, and their 
agreement is fulfilled, they say, in the 
furnace that will be put in operation 
within a few days at the “city dump“ 
on Santa Fé avenue, just outside the 
city limits. The furnace hag capacity 
for the consumption of 150 tons of 
Garbage in a day, and as the present 
collections amount to but forty tons 
in twenty-four hours, it is expected 
that there will be no congestion of the 
crematory for many years to come. 

Trouble for the garbage man has not 
ceased, notwithstanding the adoption 
of a new contract with strict provisions 
a with the Board of Health to back 

up. 

SOME FRENZIED APPEALS. 

Indignant housewives with griev- 
ances, either personal or telephonic, be- 
set the Health Officer and the garbage 
contractor daily. From the frenzied 
appeals that come in, it appears that 
the garbage collectors are mean old 
things, who drive 22 the residence 
avenues, oblivious to the reeking and 
overfiowing cans that line the curbs. 
They are as important in their bearing 
as a-street-car conductor with a new 
uniform, and if half the reports be 
true, they empty the garbage rece

ing, by the side of whom the cook pales 
into insignificance. 

In addition to the complaints that ave 
filled at the Health Office and with the 
contractors, ‘many have been registered 
with the Municipal League, in which 
the observance of the contracts is said 
to be execrable and the condition of 
some parts of the city “deplorable be- 
cause of the manner in which garbage 
is permitted to accumulate. 

“GARBAGE” DEFINED. 

Under the present contract, Franklin 
& Alexander agree to remove all ani- 
mal, vegetable and miscellaneous garb- 
age from all parts of the city. Ani- 
mal garbage is defined as all refuse 
from animal matter or products which 
have been used as food for man. Ve 
table gurbage is described as refuse 
from vegetable matter. used as human 
food, and all withered flowers and vege- 
tation. other than ga;den trimmings. 
Miscellaneous garbage includes old 


| shoes, bottles, tin cans, crockery, glass, 


waste paper, castoff clothing, ashes and 
other waste, with the exception of a 
cumulations from building operations. 
Animal and vegetable garbage must be 
placed in a metal receptacle by house- 
holders and not mixed with miscel- 
laneous garbage. Liquid refuse is not 
handled by the contractors. 

When placed in proper receptacles 
and left in an alley or placed at the 
front curb or within sixty feet from the 
front of a lot, garoage will be collected 
at stated periods in the residence dis- 
tricts varying from two days each 
week between October 1 and April } 
to three days each week between April 
1 and October 1. Four collections each 
week throughout the year are provided 
for the business section. 

IF THE DRIVER SWEARS. 

If the garbage collector uses violent, 
obscene or insulting language, or ap- 
pears on duty in an intoxicated condi- 
tion, the contract provides for his i- 
missal on proper prost before the Board 
of Health. 

One provision of the contract, in 
which a joker is said te exist, is that 
pertaining to penalties When the con- 
tractor fails in his duty. It is provided 
that the work shall be done to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health, and 
that “for each and every failure or ne- 


where required (after determination by 
the board from inquiry that such fail- 
ure or neglect has occurred) the follow- 
ing sums be deducted from money due 
or to become due.” 

For the first failure to remove garb- 
age a penalty of $1 is exacted; for the 
second offense at the same place, $2.50, 


and for the third and every subsequent 


failure, $. A penalty of $50 is imposed 
for every load or portion of a load 
of animal or vegetable garbage that is 
not cremated according to contract. 
JOKER IN THE DECK. 

The joker.“ which was inserted by 
Frank M. Kelsey, attorney in fact for 
the company that furnished the con- 
tractors’ $15,000 bonds, makes the impo- 
sition of the penalty almost impossible 
of enforcement, because it requires an 
investigation of each case by the Board 
of Health, a difficult matter, for the 
reason that few witnesses will be found 
willing to spend time and money in 
appearing at an inquiry that will re-

Ninety-nine out ef every hundred peo- 
ple carry the body in an improper man- 
ner. 2 
Before pronouncing this utterance ex- 
treme it would be well, perhaps, to con- 
sider briefly what proper carriage of the 
body means and the general results, 
both of proper and improper carriage. 

First of all, it may be stated that the 
human body is a column, hollow at 
the upper part of the trunk. In that 
hollow cavity, the trunk, are contained 
the vital organs, the heart, lungs, stom- 
ach, liver and bowels, through the ac- 
tivity of which the lite of the body is 
sustained. Now, when the body is car- 
ried correctly, it is an erect column. 
The knees are drawn back, the thighs, 
hips and waist are ona plane, the chest 
is carried up and forward, the spine 
practically’ straight and the body as a 
whole is an eréct colmn surmounted by 
the head, each joint interlocking so us 
to maintain the erect position with the 
least possible outlay of muscular effort. 
Moreover, the position of the spine and 
the ribs is such that this uplifting of 
both causes an immenee increase in the 
depth and the breadth. of the entire 
trunk. 

SHOULDER BLADES TELL. 

In correct carriage of the body the 
shoulder blades are always flat against 
the back. A simple test for correct car- 
riage is to pass the hand over the back 
while the person is standing in natural 
pose. If the projecting shoulder blades 
can be felt, the carriage is incorrect. 
Where the carriage is right, the ends 
of the shoulder blades cannot be felt. 

If any one doubts, as many will, the 
correctness of the statement that not 
one in a hundred persons carries the 
body properly, this test will convince 
him of the correctness

THE REMEDIES. 


plain, simple food, free water drinking, 
daily baths, outdoor air as much as pos- 
sible. All these things, however, will 
not of themselves remedy defective car- 
riage. in addition, there must be the 
systematic practice of exercise specially 
devised to force the displaced struc- 
tures into position, and to keep them 
there. A few of the best of such exer- 
cises are given herewith. Their regu- 
lar practice will transform the person 
with flat chest, round shoulders, hollow 
back and general lowered vital force 
into a astraight-spined, big-breasted, 
full-voiced vital individual. The length 
of time required will depend upon the 
degree of deformity present, and upon 
the care and reguiarity of the practice. 

The time spent in these exericses and 
the amount of force applied to each will 
vary in proportion to the strength and 
endurance of the student. Care should 
be taken, at first, to avoid overdoing. 
After a week or two of practice, how- 
ever, the bodily tissues become firmer, 
and then it is practically impossible to 
overdo.

Repairs on Present Wharf Make Heavy 
| Drain on Current Tax Levies—Munici- 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 28.~The ques- 
tion of replacing the pleasure pier 
with a permanent structure is receiv- 
ing a large share of the attention of 
the community. The wharf now in use 
requires frequent repairs, which make 
a heavy drain on the funds raised from’ 


of the city government. 

In the summer of 1901 thé wharf was 
renewed by the driving of a large 
number of piles at a cost of about 

There are now a lot of piles that 
have become weakened by the ravages 
of the teredo, and which must soen be 


tained in a safe condition. The cost 
of the repairs now needed is estimated 
at $1500. 

If the repairs required about every 
alternate year run along in that. fash- 
fon the annual cost of the structure 
will be not far from $3000, which sum, 
at a 6-per-cent. rate, would pay inter- 
est on a $60,000 bond tissue. 

That the city must have a wharf 
Suitable for the landing of boats and 
for fishing is not disputed. The build- 
ing of the present pier under a bond 
issue several years ago is generally 
looked upon as a good business stroke, 
for it has added a great deal to the 
attractiveness of the town.
